lows for continued development, lots 
clean bone, openness rib and ad- 
equate width between the front legs. 

Golden Dew Farm: There are many 
things consider looking for heifer 
that will become good-producing cow 
with longevity. think the head 
heifer will most generally tell the size 
and power she will develop cow.

Clover Jack Farms: The showring 
does very little improve the most im- 
portant type traits. First all, the show- 
ring inconsistent because every judge 
places cattle differently. This makes 
difficult use breeding tool. 
Secondly, traits such size, scale, 
style and balance carry too much 
weight the showring and have very 
little with functional, profitable 
dairy cattle. Many dairymen make the 
mistake trying breed cattle 
“show.” The result too often big, 
fancy cattle that not milk. the long 
run this hurts the dairyman, the breed 
and the entire dairy industry. 

Family Hill Farms: The showring 
tool that can use selecting 
more correct, high-producing cow for 


the 1980s. 

Golden Dew Farm: The showring 
where strive bring out animals 
that will set example the type 
udders, feet and legs, chest and body, 
stature, and dairyness, with goal 
trying develop that Ideal Guernsey 
Cow that can produce 20,000 pounds 
milk year after year.

The actual statistics recorded offi- 
cial Guernsey appraisers the first five 
months 1982 are summarized 
Table One age group and appraisal 
category. Although numbers cows 
appraised some age brackets are not 
extremely large, the average scores are 
still very close averages calculated 
recent years and an_ individual 
appraiser basis. 

The final score averages increase with 
age, one would expect with the en- 
vironmental factors herd culling and 
optional scoring cows over five years 
age affecting the results.

The trait dairy character some- 
what more difficult evaluate with the 
point spread here encompassing 4.7 
points around 82.7-point average. 
The figures indicate that the six-year- 
old and older group scores 85.0 the 
average and the most dairy all ages, 
with the variable optional scoring 
these females possibly playing part 
this. 

During September workshop 
session Columbus, Ohio the 
official appraisers discussed each the 
trait breakdowns and had the following

The scores for teat place- 
ment increased with age, according 
Table One. 

Another the six udder descriptions, 
suspensory ligament, was 79.6 points, 
indicating that the average cow has 
udder cleft inches. The codes 
this category ranged from 75.0 (one 
inch cleft) for yearlings 79.7 
inches cleft) for junior two-year-old 
and three-year-old cows, with most 
the other age groups close the breed 
average.

Production-Type Index (PTI) 
Listing published 
annually March and 
September the AGCC provides 
wealth statistics active sires 
and other bulls the breed. With pre- 
dicted difference information and 
breakdowns for production and type 
well PTIs combining these figures 
3:1 ratio, this sire summary makes 
easy identify each bull’s individual 
strengths and weaknesses. 

But have you ever wondered how the 
best bulls rank the breed for in- 
dividual type and production traits? 
most geneticists point out, the relative 
ranking bulls within the listing 
almost important the Predicted 
Differences themselves under the 
genetic base. 

this issue, which focuses type, 
the top Guernsey bulls for PTI have 
been ranked for their predicted differ- 
ences final score and each the 
appraisal categories, well the pro- 
duction breakdowns for pounds milk, 
butterfat percent, protein percent and 
dollar value. each these categories 
the sires which were closest the 
for transmitting the particular 
trait were identified and included the 
tables which accompany this feature. 

The bulls under consideration this 
summary are all those listed Section 
the September 1982 PTI Listing 
with PTI 160 more. This cutoff 
point the same that used qualify 
daughters cows for the regis- 
try level the AGCC’s Genetic 
Recovery program. 

How were the ideals chosen for each 
the categories? Those which were 
selected with the highest positive value 
the ideal include PD$, PDM, PD% 
Fat, PD% Protein, Stature, Strength, 
Dairy Character, Rump Width, Fore 
Udder Attachment, Rear Udder Width, 
Rear Udder Height, Suspensory Liga- 
ment and Final Score. Other ideals are: 
Foot Angle-the highest value for 
opposed low foot angle; Rear 
moderate set, followed 
low values for sickle and then low 
values for posty, Pelvic 
level from hooks pins, followed 
low values for the hips higher than the 
pins; Teat Placement-the highest value 
for opposed wide teat 
placement and Udder Depth-the highest 
value for shallow udder depth op- 
posed deep udder floor. 

important recognize that the 
ideals for each trait have been pin- 
pointed here for the sole purpose 
establishing ranking between bulls. 
For several traits breeders may look for 
different ideals depending upon man- 
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agement conditions posty versus 
sickle legs and concrete versus pasture 
footing). When this realization made, 
this ranking can used effective 
tool for breeding better Guernseys.

Golden Dew Farm: Winning the 
showring sometimes takes more than 
some the physical traits are striv- 
ing for the ideal cow. lot depends 
the condition the animal, her stage 
lactation, and how she presented and 
fitted. Fifteen years ago one had cow 
that was big, she would generally win. 
Today, think have found that big 
cow not the answer. need cow 
that little above average stature 
with good udder that looks like she 
will milk. 

Wispride Guernseys: win the 
showring cow must have the correct 
type traits and for the show 
(recently fresh). 

Having cows score high time 
appraisal? 

Clover Jack Farms: Under the 
present type appraisal program priority 
traits are established carry the major- 
ity the weight determining final 
score. Dairy character, ligament, foot 
angle, udder depth and rear udder are 
most important. This excellent 
system because traits that determine 
function have greater influence the 
final score. Other traits carry less 
emphasis. 

Family Hill Farms: Having cows 
look like they are their work clothes, 
which emphasizing dairy character. 

Golden Dew Farm: feel there are 
four main traits that must have: l)a 
quality, milky udder with good rear 
udder and strong suspensory liga- 
ment; she must good general 
appearance; legs with slight set and 
standing good feet and she must 
show lot dairy character. 

Wispride Guernseys: For good ap- 
praisal score the traits must correct, 
but stage lactation not nearly 
important when showing. 

What type traits you empha- 
size most your breeding pro- 
gram? 

Clover Jack Farms: emphasize 
the type traits that are the most difficult 
maintain when selecting for high pro- 
duction. Because dairy character and 
milk production are positively corre- 
lated each other, unnecessary 
real concerned about breeding for 
dairy character when using the top milk 
bulls the breed. also emphasize 
type traits where feel our herd and 
the breed overall need the most help. 
present the traits receiving the greatest 
emphasis are suspensory ligament, rear 
udder, strength, rump width, pelvic 
angle and foot angle that order. 

Family Hill Farms: Breeding get 
animals with more openness, strength 
and width. This because the con- 
crete commercial 
they work and for the reproduction 
and calving ease needed working 
herd. 

Golden Dew Farm: Here Golden 
Dew emphasize udders, especially 
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high, wide rear udders with strong sus- 
pensory ligament, and stature. be- 
lieve the slogan, milk our show 
cows and show our milk 
order for cattle bring top money 
sales without fancy pedigree, one 
must consign that animal which has 
showring appeal. 

Wispride Guernseys: main 
priorities are the udder traits and feet 
and legs. like win the showring, 
but milk and butterfat production pay 
most the bills. 

What information you consider 
most helpful when selecting sires 
use your herd? 

Clover Jack Farms: use the 
USDA sire summaries determine the 


top production bulls. present all 


the bulls actively being used are over 
top production bulls utilize the 
AGCC type summaries select the 
bulls which appear doing the best 
job improving some all the traits 
listed the question above. Personal 
observation also very helpful one 
able see enough daughters par- 
ticular bull make objective de- 
cision the kind cattle sir- 
ing. Unfortunately because takes 
grest deal time, this usually im- 
practical for most dairymen. always 
comforting see daughters bull 
you are using and find that they fit the 
pattern that you expected. find 
very helpful talk other breeders 
who have seen milked daughters 
bull. the breeder doesn’t have vested 
interest the bull, this information can 
quite useful. are very reluctant 
seriously use information from studs 
because they generally overemphasize 
the good and underemphasize the bad. 

Family Hill Farms: The bull popula- 
tion not currently large enough. Infor- 
mation too slow being computed. 
So, the large majority our breeding 
done gut feelings. 

Golden Dew Farm: feel that all 
the tools have available are great 
value breeding cattle. But, feel that 
type summaries are sometimes mis- 
leading. lot depends the cattle the 
bulls are bred and the size and condi- 
tion the herd. believe that type 
and sire summaries need compare 
the dam and the daughter. Has the 
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Pick special tips merchan- 
dising and promoting your 
Guernsey herd the 1983 AGCC 
Convention. See the January 
issue for more details! 


daughter made improvement over 
the dam milk and type? had the 
time, personal observation would sat- 
isfy one the better tools when 
selecting sire. 

Wispride Guernseys: put most 
confidence the USDA and AGCC 
summaries, along with personal obser- 
vation and experience. 

When considering longevity and 
the type traits that determine lon- 
gevity, how much you attribute 
genetics compared with herd 
management? 

Clover Jack Farms: When consider- 
ing longevity within herd, genetics 
has greater influence than environ- 
ment because all cattle theoretically are 
subject the same management condi- 
tions. The real question which traits 
determine longevity and how these 
traits correlate wtih milk production. 
our herd the trait that has the most in- 
fluence longevity dairy character 
because its correlation with milk pro- 
duction. cow milk, she 
doesn’t live long. 

Family Hill Farms: The challenge 
create high-producing cow genetically 
creates even greater challenge 
taking care them. 

Golden Dew Farm: Genetics and 
herd management have hand 
cows with 14,000 15,000 pound 
herd average and see five cows 
that are over years age. 

Wispride Guernseys: Genetics are 
important, but management right 
there too. good yearly bi-annual 
hoof trimming program can add years 
life. The use udder sup- 
ports during stress periods can make 
difference, too. Good bedding, mats and 
exercise make difference during 
months winter confinement well. 

What advice would you offer 
Guernsey dairyman who wants 
maximize the improvement type 
traits his herd? 

Clover Jack Farms: The most 
important thing maximize type 
improvement establish direction 
for your herd. Determine what your 
kind cow and breed for it. 
breed the kind cow someone else 
likes because have milk 
her every day. Second, learn how in- 
terpret all the information available 
and then use it. Third, select for traits 
that have high enough heritability 
that improvement can measured and 
select only for traits that improve func- 
tion and profitability. Fourth, times 
change and trends the industry 
change, willing change with them.

Wispride Guernseys: Concentrate 
single, main fault and try 
maximize improvement 
mating. Try not improve three four 
things once. aware the 
strong and weak points. 

How you think the Guernsey 
cow the future will change con- 
formation compared today’s 
cow? 

Clover Jack Farms: know 
what way the Guernsey cow will 
change conformation. our opinion 
the Guernsey needs change the fol- 
lowing ways become more compet- 
itive the dairy industry. She needs 
become shorier, the very least, 
taller. She needs more width both 
ends, more substance bone, more 
strength and more aggressiveness. She 
needs more width udder throughout, 
especially rear udder, stronger liga- 
ment and faster, easier milk-out rate. 
She needs her feet track straighter 
ahead and deeper foot. 

Fortunately there are plenty 
Guernseys around that have some all

Golden Dew not think the 
conformation the cow will change 
very much, but believe that the fu- 
ture will see more cows with 
flatter, cleaner, more open rib and 
width udder that spells milk. 

Wispride Guernseys: not have 
crystal ball, but are going have 
obtain more milk, butterfat and pro- 
tein from our Guernseys the future 
remain competitive. This will probably 
mean more stress the mammary sys- 
tem. should mindful this our 
selections for the future. 


Other Comments. 

Clover Jack Farms: are excited 
about the future the Guernsey cow 
because have seen what can done 
terms improving production and 
functional type when accurate informa- 
tion combined with sound herd man- 
agement. The road ahead will not 
easy, however. must realize that 
are not working with perfect breed 
cattle. There are reasons why Guernsey 
numbers have dwindled. have as- 
sume the dairymen who once milked 
Guernseys and now milk another breed 
made that decision based economics 
and business and not the love one 
kind cow over the other. The Guern- 
sey breeders who face reality and are 
willing something about will 
prosper. Those who not face it, our 
opinion, are trouble. The future the 
breed will probably determined 
whomever holds majority. believe 
that the Guernsey cow has great deal 
potential for the future. 

Family Hill Farms: the Guernsey 
cow today too big and inefficient? 
need breed for smaller, more-effi- 
cient cow that will produce more and 
eat less. 

Golden Dew Farm: have not men- 
tioned feet and legs too much and 
feel this important. Oklahoma 
and the south not house our cattle in- 
side, concrete, with limited walking 
area. have very few feet problems 
and cannot recall cow that have 
sent the butcher culled because 
her legs. 

think some people are trying 
breed Guernsey that can stand 
concrete hours day. try breed 
one that has stand only two four 
hours day hard surface.

New Dairy Supports And 
Price Deductions Announced 


Starting October the support price for 
manufacturing-grade milk with 3.67 percent 
butterfat content $13.10 per hundred- 
weight ($12.80 per hundredweight for 3.5 
percent milk). This support level un- 
changed from that effect for the last two 
marketing years and the minimum al- 
lowed. 

USDA has also announced proposed regula- 
tions for implementing the collection 
cents per hundredweight the sale all 
milk marketed dairy farmers. This deduc- 
tion will begin December The Omnibus 
Budget Reconciliation Act 1982 requires 
these deducted funds sent the CCC 
help offset portion the costs the dairy 
price support program. All dairy farmers, in- 
cluding those who sell milk directly the 
consumers, are liable for the deduction. Such 
deductions must terminated any time 
USDA estimates purchases dairy products 
under the program fall below five billion 
pounds milk equivalent during market- 
ing year.
